LONDON.— After 16 months ot|

The prime minister and union 
bosses will meet largely as a result 
of decisions at the Trades Union 
congress two weeks ago. The con- 
gress called for greater production 
from the 6,000,000 workers it rep- 
resents, and the government is try- 
ing to get quick results from that 
decision. 

But production talks will begin 
against a gloomy backdrop of short- 
ages, uncertainties and, in some 
respects, threatened disaster. Coal 
output still lags. Even the miners’ 
union leader, Communist Arthur 
Horner, has confessed this winter's 
over-all deficiency will be 5,000,000 
tons.

Finish Building 
Giant Cyclotron 


BERKELEY, Calif., (AP) — Con- 
struction of the world’s largest 
cyclotron, a fantastic-looking mech- 
anical giant designed to probe and 
perhaps duplicate the most power- 
ful physical force in the universe, 
has been completed, Prof. Ernest O. 
Lawrence announced Kriday. 

The last structural touches were 
added a little more than six years 
after the ground-breaking, in Au- 
gust, 1940, Building of the machine, 
on a hill overlooking the University 
of California campus, was inter- 
rupted by the Second Great War. 
While partially completed, the big 
cyclotron was used in 1943 and 1944 
to produce uranium 235 for the first 
atom bombs. 

Now it is destined to help scien- 
tists conquer a form of energy which 
makes the atomic fission of uranium 
and plutonium a comparatively 
feeble phenomenon.

not wrecked by reckless Jewish ter- 
rorists, they are wrecked by equally 
irresponsible British officers ap- 
parently in unfettered charge of 
British policy.” 

Reason for the editorial outburst 
was an interview given in Palestine 
by Lt. Col. Richard Webb to Bri- 
tish-American and Jewish news- 
| Papermen, in which “he made it 
quite clear that 


| by British troops in Palestine, which 
had hitherto been regarded as 
foreign to every tradition of British 
| army.” 

Condoned Looting 
Although the interview, which 
| led to Webb's removal from his 
command in the mandate, was not 
fully reported in British newspapers, 
the Tribune printed full reports 
of the officer's remarks, including 
eferences to the “despicable race” 
of Jews and inferentially condon»d 
rong-arm methods by 


looting anal o! 
his troops. 

There’é no suggestion that British 
| troops as a body have been guilty 
| of anti-Semitism which, as the 
| Tribune remarks, is completely 
| alien to their nature; but it does 
accuse high officers, who have no 
political experience, with ham- 
handed dealing in the touchy Pales- 
tine problem. 

These men, it says, are holding 
the government up to ridicule and 


| contempt. 
No Proper Guidance 
The Tribune's expose coincided 


with a thoughtful analysis of the 
same problem by the Time's special 
correspondent in Palestine, who 
characterizes the British problem 
there as a vicious circle. The gov- 
ernment in mandate, he points out, 
| is civilian, not military. The military 
is simply an instrument for carry- 
ing out civilian policy, but as there 
is manifestly no agreed policy for 

Palestine as yet, the military is 
| without proper guidance. 

The army. he admits, is unpopular 
with Jews and Jews are unpopular 
with the army. “The army is caught 
inevitably in a vicious circle of ter- 
rorism, curfews, searches, arrests, 
interrogations, detention, deporta- 
tion, complaints of oppression and 
mutual personal hostility between 
citizen and soldier. Jews and Arabs 
and British never agree which of 
| these stages of antagonisms come 
first. The army is stretched round 
the circle and nothing but a wise 
‘and determined political plan will 
break the sequence.” 

Not Taught Brutality 

The British soldier who has the 
unpalatable task of erecting road 
blocks, carrying a gun when he goes 
anywhere and who remembers the 
| murders of his comrades by ter- 
rorists is sometimes guilty of anti- 
Semitism. But, the correspondent 
Says, he is not generally so and is 
| not taught to be so. 

This, however, is contradicted by 
the Tribune's account of the Webb 
interview in which he was quoted 
as saying “on the way out here, we 
| lectured my boys and I told them

Lingeric econd Floor at 
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The Fast Time Plebiscite 

Edmonton voters are to be asked on 
Wednesday to express an opinion on whether 
or not the city council should seek authority 
to impose so-called daylight saving on this | 
community. 

Those who will express that opinion 
should approach the matter with great care 
because unqualified approval of the project 
might lead Edmonton into a very equivocal 
position, 

There is no use launching into either 
enthusiastic approval or violent denunciat- | 
ion of the system of fast time. It is a matter | 
about which most people have made up their 
minds, Many intelligent citizens are opposed 
to it. Many equally intelligent citizens are in 
favor of it. But there is much more at stake 
in this plebiscite than a mere division of fav- 
orable opinion, 

For even its most zealous partisans 
would hesitate to impose fast time on this 
community unless the rest of the country | 
is ready to fall in line. 

Whatever merits “daylight saving’ may 
or may not have are nullified if its use creates | 
confusion and inconvenience, which undoubt- 
edly result unless it is uniform across Canada. 

It should be recollected, therefore, that 
an unqualified vote for daylight saving could 
easily be a vote for just such confusion, 
which would offset even those benefits its 
proponents claim for it. 

Even if daylight saving is thought to be 
locally beneficial, this plebiscite should be 
negatived until full and satisfactory assur- 
ances are given that it will not be applied 
in Edmonton unless Canada decides to adopt | 
it uniformly.

Back & Forth 


A Canadian who wishes to visit the 
United States, on business or pleasure bent, 
will hereafter not need to obtain a visa if 
the stay it to be not longer than six months. | 
He or she will have to present U.S. immigrat- 
ion officials with proof of Canadian citizen- 
ship, should carry evidence of having a home 
in Canada to which it is intended to return, 
and may not accept gainful employment in 
the United States. 

Otherwise it will be as easy to cross the 
border as to journey from one place in Can- 
ada to another. The arrangement is of course 
reciprocal, and United States citizens may 
come to Canada as freely as Canadians may 
go south. Abandonment of the visa require- 
ments is another step in throwing off war- 
time restrictions, 

This is not a matter of first rate import- 
ance, though cancellation of the visa stipul- 
ation will be of considerable convenience to 
people in both countries. But the significance 
is plain, definite, and gratifying. Fancy—if 
anyone can—citizens of a country in Europe 
being allowed to enter another country with- 
out showing a passport! It isn’t done. 

The difference is the difference between 
neighbourliness and latent distrust. Canad- 
ians and Americans know, like and trust each 
other. European nationalities know, do not 
like. and suspect each other. Should the time 
ever come when peoples in the older continent 
mingle as freely as the peoples of these two 
countries do, something of a miracle will have 
happened there. There is no sign that it 
will happen soon, 


The Reserve Army 


A contributor to The Bulletin appre- 
hends, unnecessarily perhaps, that a dis- 
suading factor in raising the reorganized 
Reserve Army may be the derision of veter- 
ans standing on the sidelines, twitting the 
lads about “playing at soldiers, 

Unfortunately this is not impossible, But 
the bystanders might do worse than recall 
that before September, 1939, the regiments 
in which they gained their right to snicker, if 
any, were built by just such young men as 
these. 

Whether a war veteran chooses to take 
his part in the reorganized defence forces or 
not is, under the present scheme of things, 
no one’s business but his own, But many of 
them will become the non-commissioned 
backbone of the Reserve Army, and it is in 
their power even more than that of their of- 
ficers, to bring their own men, and hence 
their own unit to a point of efficiency where

“Waiting to See

When Premier Stalin indicated his views 
on world affairs by the yes-no method a few 
days ago he put Russia under the spot-light. 
The reaction abroad has been exactly what 
was to be expected. The world is waiting to 
see whether Moscow's policy will harmonize 


with the laconic replies which the premier 


gave to his questioner: ‘ 

That Mr. Stalin knew what he was doing 
is to be supposed. He usually does know, 
though a good many observers have been 
slow to recognize his prescience at proper 
value. That he was knowingly inviting a com- 
parison between what he said and what his 
government will do has to be taken for grant- 
ed. He is good at finesse. 

If this categorical statement has not 


| been instantly accepted as meaning that 


Moscow's representatives are to take a 
more co-operative course at international 
conferences, that is not because the world 
at large does not hope this will be the case. 


What it means in the reshaping of Russian | 


policy toward countries which fringe its bor- 
ders will have to be shown by the event. 

Premier Stalin has the world guessing 
on both counts. Guessing but hoping that 
what he said is the key to what his govern- 
ment will do. 

These hopes are genuine, because in- 
ternational harmony is essential to the stab- 
ilizing of peace and the building of general 


| prosperity. But the guessing is also real, and 


was inevitable, for in every theatre from 
Europe to Korea the deme-racies have round 
Moscow acting other than they supposed it 
would act, and in ways which they could 
not approve. 


Franco Again 


Norway would like the United Nations 
to oust Franco, but to do it without setting 
off another civil war in Spain. The idea is 
popular in the countries which bore the 
brunt of the effort to overthrow Franco's 
patrons and smash the conspiracy to which 
he was a party. But how to bring about a 
bloodless upset is the stickler. 

The Security Council debated this prob- 
lem at length, without solving it, and in the 
end put it on the file for future reference. 
Unless Norway has found the answer, the 
Assembly is rather likely to leave the con- 
undrum where it is. 

* A few days ago Prime Minister Attlee, 
who should know, said the threats of outside 
interference have strengthened Franco's 
position, not weakened it. If so, the prospect 
of finding a peaceful way to put him out of 
power is dimmer than it was when the Coun- 
cil started canvassing the chances. 

The urge to liquidate the Franco regime 
springs mainly from sympathy with the 
Spanish people. His hole-in-the corner dic- 
tatorship is not an international menace, 
nor even an international nuisance. Spain’s 
war potential is small, and Franco hasn't 
friends enough to build up another Axis. But 
he holds Spain in a grip which likely could 
not be broken without plunging its unhappy 
people into the miseries of another period of 
slaughter and destruction.

World Food Up 
| 7% Is Estimate 


| WASHINGTON, (AP) — The 
United States agriculture depart- 
ment said Monday world food pro- 
duction for the 1946-47 crop year 
will be about seven percent above 
| last year’s low level and may even 
edge above the pre-war average, 

But the report warned there still 
is danger of an “acute shortage 
next spring” unless available ex- 
ports are carefully used, It explained 
that devastaied areas still need 
large imports despite their own 
sharply-increased food production, 

The world caine up this year with 
the largest corn output on record, 
the department said, but it pro- 
duced the smallest cotton crop 
since 1923, with the exception of 
last year. 

Population increase is a factor 
to be considered in the world food 
situation, the department noted. It 
is seven percent above the pre-war 
figure. Therefore, on a per capita 
basis, food supplies for the 1946- 
47 consumption year are about five 
percent below pre-war, 

The 1946-47 demand 
exports promises to be nearly as 
great as during the last year, re- 
flecting a desire of many low-con- 
sumption countries to rebuild re- 
serves and to raise nutrition stan- 
dards. 

The most pronounced production 
increases occureecd in war-devastat- 
ed countries and in areas stricken 
by drought last year. Nevertheless, 
the output in many of these areas 
still is far below average. 

In continental Europe as a whole, 
excluding Russia, production is 
indicated at about 90 percent of 
pre-war, a substantial increase over 
last year whea it was less than 
80 percent.

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Edmonton, the city of progress, situated within con- 
venient reach of limitless natural resources is one 
of the potentially great industria’ centres of the 
Dominion, Already its industries have reached sub- 
stantial proportions and if the present rate of ex- 
pansion is maintained the time is not far in the 
future when it will be among the leading manu- 
facturing cities of Canada. 


Sites of various shapes and sizes may be obtained 
readily accessible to railway and other transporta- 
tion facilities. In addition, there are few construc- 
tion problems that cannot be met. There are great 
expanses of flat land available and only a minimum 
of effort is required to extend existing water, light, 
gas and power installations. 


Within the 41.8 square miles of city territory there 
are suitable locations for either large or small plants. 
This city is fortunate in having an adequate labor 
supply for industry. Increasing mechanization of 
agriculture has released large numbers of young 
people for employment in industry, a calling for 
which they have displayed unusual adaptability. It 
has been found that the clearing house system of 
National Employment Service has made available 
specialized labor from all sections of the country.

The yearly 
payrool is $7,000,000 for an average number of 4,500 
employes for each plant. 


The Great Western Garment Company, one of the 
city’s major industries, is one of the largest plants of 
its kind in the British Empire, and was one of the 
largest sources of garments for war purposes during 
the recent conflict. 


Northwestern Utilities brought natural gas here in 
1923 and since that time the service has been ex- 
tended to rural points, with Wetaskiwin and Cam- 
rose being service! during the last summer. 


Taking Alberta as a whole there were last year 443 
producing wells in Alberta, with an invested capital of 
$27,000,000. The consumption of gas in this province 
last year, in thousand cubic feet was 43,746,338 with 
a value at the well-head of $2,187,317. The annual 
payroll of the wells is $900,000 for an average of 550 
employes. 


Edmonton has the oldest continuing lumber firm 
in Alberta in the D. R. Fraser organization. It has 
been in operation for more than 60 years and was 
the only other Edmonton-owned organization which 
was functioning when Johnstone Walker's store 
started, that is still in business today. 


Airplanes are being made here, at Northwestern 
Industries Limited, which during the war was known 
as Aircraft Repair Limited. 


the other industries here are stockyards, 
which handled last year 1,860,200 cattle valued at 
$116,471,000 and sheep, Swine and other animals 
running into large figures with tremendous values. 
Dairies, producing pasteurized milk, butter and cheese 
make a valuable contribution to the city’s life. 


Hosiery, woolen and knitted goods also are manu- 
factured here. 


There are several flour and feed mills, many bakeries, 
plants producing breakfast foods, stock and poultry 


foods. 


The Imperial Oil, British-America Oil and other oil 
companies have large plants here, while implement 
and automobile firms are increasing their facilities 
to take care of the post-war upsurge in requirements 
These are but a few of the many prominent industries 
located in Edmonton.

Taking the overall picture in Alberta during 1945 
the value of production in manufacturing industries 
amounted to $220,000,000. Wholesale trade amounted 
to $186,186,618 and retail trade to $300,000,000. Bank 
clearings aggregated $1,199,123,087, and bank debts

In manufacturing and industry distribution and mar- 
keting are problems of great importance. Edmonton 
has all the facilities available to serve surrounding 
territory. This city is the railroad centre of the 
province, It is the headquarters for Alberta of the 
Canadian National Railways, and an important divi- 
sional point on the Canadian Pacific Railway, Head 
office of the Northern Alberta Railways is here. 
Branch line coverage is available to all districts, thus 
linking them with mainhne and _ transcontinental 
service to all parts of the country. Railway mileage 
in Alberta is 5,821.

Sumatra Service 


VANCOUVER, (CP)—Five years 
| Of action-packed war years over, 
Lieut. Joan Bamford Fletcher came 
home Friday a Member of the Brit- 
ish Empire, an honor bestowed for | 


stories of many adventures in the 
Far East. 


First white woman ever to com- 
|mand a force of Japanese soldiers, 
Lieut, Bamford Fletcher told of her | 
war services in Sumatra with a! 
British welfare unit where she su-| 
|pervised the evacuation of 2,000 
|internees, mostly women and chil- 
| dren, through mountainous, bandit- 
infested country. 

| Only two nights ago, while visiting 
in Saskatoon, she first heard of 
her award while listening to a 
broadcast from London, 

She said she did not know when 
| the investiture would be—perhaps in 
London next year when she returns 
from overseas. She has an offer of 
}a new post in Warsaw from the 
| British foreign office. 

Hasn't Accepted 

Lieut. Bamford Fletcher hasn't 
accepted it and she doesn't know 
“what kind of job it will be.” 

Regina-born, the modest, 30-year- 
} old lieutenant went overseas in 1941, 
serving with the Red Cross and the 
| First Aid Nursing Yeomen, oldest 
women's service in the Empire. 

From a dairy farm on the out- 
skirts of Regina, “where I did house- 
| work,” she went to war. 
| “But she didn’t like housework,” 
| her sister added during the station- 
interview.

| In the early years she drove 
an ambulance in England and Scot- 
| land, and then came the assignment | 
in 1945 to Sumatra. | 

For a woman who never carried | 

a gun and doesn't know how to use 
one, her war adventures took nerve, |

nesian bandits in Sumatra she car- 
ried out evacuation of the internees, 
through bleak, dangerous country 
and over mountain trails. 

Bamford Fletcher, polite but 
firm, got motor transport from

Twenty trips were made to take 
the evacuees from Bangking camp,

“No, I never carried a gun,” she 
told reporters. “I don't know how 
| to fire one.” 

After Sumatra, she went to Singa- 
pore, arriving on the first hospital 
ship to enter the war-torn port. 

Lieut. Bamford Fletcher was in- 
jured in Sumatra in a motor acci- 
}dent, and she also contracted black 
| water fever. } 
| ‘Today, she has a plastic jaw, the | 
ork of a London surgeon, who} 
was forced to replace a bone in-| 
fected by the fever. | 
“My plans are indefinite,” she said. | 
“IT hope to return to London next 
April.”

It should be taken for granted 
that if the baby or child is chroni-
